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GLOSSARY 


LOBBY CARD: 11 x 14in., thick card. Originally made 
in sets of eight. Sets usually have a title card which 
gives production credits and is often mainly artwork, 
the other seven are (coloured) photographic scenes. 


FRONT OF HOUSE CARD: 8 x 10in., thick paper. 
Originally made in sets of eight. Similar to the larger 
lobby card, except that they do not have a title card. 


HALF-SHEET: 22 x 28in., thick card. Poster usually 
with a horizontal and a vertical fold. 


INSERT: 36 x 14in., thick card. Most often with two 
vertical folds. 


ONE SHEET: 41 x 27in. (approx.), paper. Nearly 
always found with one vertical and three horizontal 
folds. 


THREE SHEET: 81 x 4lin. (approx.), paper. Poster 
printed on two or three separate sheets, designed to 
overlap, when pasted onto wall/billboards. Rarer to 
find than one sheets, few survive from the pre-1940 
period. 


SIX SHEET: 81 x 8lin. (approx.), paper. Poster 
printed on four separate sheets, designed to overlap 
when pasted onto a wall/billboard. These are rarer 


than three sheets, and again few survive from the pre- 
1940 period. 


CONDITION OF LOTS 


Bonhams will be pleased to provide a condition report 
on any lot on request.

The majority of lots in this auction have been used for 
cinema display and the following gradings have been 
used to indicate relative condition of lots.
